The Government have received their first 
defeat—the beginning of the end. The 
Upper Wouse resusned the consideration of 
the address Wednesday afternoon, when an 
amendment was moved by Mr. Campbell, 
of Cataraqui, to the effect that there was 
ho arrangement recognised by the Legisla- 
ture that the Government should go to 
Quebec, and that the expense of removing 
at this time would be unwarrautable,— 
Many members of the Council had voted 
for the reference to England, and others 
supported the award Jast session, so that 
the majority against directly setting the do- 
cision aside was large. The tricky addition, 
however, ofthe removal to Quebec excited 
the indignation of the Councillors, and 
Mr. Campbell's amendment met with altnost 
universal favour. Messrs, Vavkouglinet 
and Ross, and Sir. EB. P. Tache exerted their 
powers of persuasion, publicly and pri- 
vatcly, All was of no avail. One altor 
another of the newly clected: members of 
the Council rose to protest against the 
Quebec removal, and were nidec by. some 
of the oldest supporters of the Government 
in the chamber, Mr, DeBlaquiere, Mr. 
Seymour, and even Mr, Perry and Mr. Pat- 
ton, spoke in favour of Mr. Campbell's mo- 
tion,.and besides the mover, Mr, Aloxander 
and Mr. Allan, among the nowly clocted, 
took the same viow, In vain. Ross and 
Vankoughnet warned therm that they would 
upset tho Quoen’s decision altogether; in 
yainowero they told that the Government 
could. not survive the dofeat, in vain did 
Sir E. P. Tache entreat them to do justice 
to Lower Canada; the Councillors were

My stock for the last three years has 
consisted of food Durham grade, aud I 
havo just killed my first young bullock, 
aged 204 months, and fed as follewa;—For 
the first throg weeks he got the mothor's 
milk pure ; fur the next four montlis plon- 
ty of good skimmed milk, good. clover 
pasture, and nothing else, At the first ap 

proach of winter he was taken up, warmly 
housed, and fed good hay, and 100 bushvls 
carrots and 12 bushels onts, ground, at 20 
cents, This spring he was turned out to 
good pasture and got nothing else till Nov. 
18th, when he was fit for the butcher; but 
not wishing to kill him till the weather set 
in cold, I shut him up till the 11th instant, 
(Dec.) and fed him hay and meal, atwhich 
dato he was slaughtered and weighed the 
four quarters 688 pounds. The meat of a 
first-rate quality and very fat. Ido not 
state this as being anything wonderful, 
(though itis Aeve,) but I should like to 
learn if any of your readers can realise 
cheaper beef, By this plan of killing 
oirly beef, I get rid-to a great oxtent of one 
great bugbear, the long winter, as I avail 
myself of two whole summers to one win- 

tor, and IJ find it cheaper to winter calves 
well, than grown beasts— Cor, of Country 
Gentleman. 


Sarr ror Jonrses’ Feer—Common 
salt'absorbs moisture from the atmosplero, 
hence it has been in some instances applied 
with great success for keeping the hard 
bound hoofs of horses moist. The hoofs of 
some horses become dry and oftentimes 
crack, thereby rendoring them lame, if the 
Animals are driven on hard roads, By 
bathing the hoof and fetlock joint with salt 
brine three timesaday, Jemeoness from the 
above causes will be avoided.

EXTRAORDINARY SUICIDE IN NEW 
ORLEANS. 
A MAN BURIES HIMSELF ALIVE—HE TAKES 
* POISON IN A TOMB. 


The New Orleans Crescent of the 24th 
gives the following ‘remarkable story of a 
suicide : 

Sylvester Rupert, 37 years of age, an 
Englishman by birth, and by trade a ship 
carpenter, lived with his wife and two chil- 
dren in a house on Perdito street. In Oc- 
tober last thg yellow fever, then prevailing, 
counted among its victims the youngest 
child of the Ruperts —their little girl Lizzie, 
about four years old, and the particular pet 
of the father. This was a blow from which 
the father never recovered. Not able to 
buy a tomb, he had the child buried in the 
ground in Greenwood Cemetery. ‘The grief 
preyed heavily upon him, It was his only 
thought; and, being out of his regular em- 
ployment, be found employment in bis 
grief. 

He bought a burial lot and some bricks 
and other material, aud with bis own hands, 
and all alone in the cometery, built him a 
brick tomb. Ile had not the means to 
make the tomb a stylish one; so in its 
mouth or entrance he fitted a wooden frame, 
and on this frame he fitted a piece of board, 
and secured it with screws in ils four cor 
ners. On this board with which he enclos- 
ed the vault, (in Jiew of the usual brick or 
mortar or marble slab,) he disinterred the 
child’s body and placed it there. He fast- 
ened the board with screws, in order that 
he might afterwards have no trouble in re- 
moving them when he felt like gazing upon 
the decaying remains of his chid, 

This cimploymont finished, it was his ha~ 
bit to visit the cemetery, open the tomb, 
and laok at the corpse of lis pet. He al- 
ways carried ascrew-driver iu his pocket, 
with which to remove and replace the board, 
and also to remove and replace the lid of 
the coffin, Neither the haggard appect of 
the shrinking little corpse, nor the foul odor 
of its decay, could repel him in his morbid 
grief. Lis visils wero frequent, aud_some- 
times his wifo went with him. Io fre- 
quenily complained to her that he could 
not get work; and this inability, coubtless- 
ly, fostered the despondency which was 
drawing him to death. Ie frequently 
spoke of haying no faith in the future, and 
of death as a desirable thing. 

On Wednesday he went.to the cemetery 
with two shrubs which he had purchased, 
and planted them in front of the tomb,—

finding work sho would never see him again.

‘The spaces 
botween the.sticks were filled with sawdust 
or tan, ‘The ico was then packed snugly, 
in pyramidal form to the height of To 
make the mass more compact, in order to 
keep the air from if, a few pails of water 
were thrown over it, ‘The muss was then 
covered with sawdust, 

We are inclined to think fce will keep 
in this Way better than @ny other, The 
evaporation from the outside carries off the 
heat, and the mass keeps cooler than it 
would if shut up in a tight house. ‘There 
appears to be philosophy in this method, — 
New-Hampshire Journal of Agriculture. 


The Maturity of Corn from the North. 


The American Farmer, in an article on 
this subject, says: “The Northern corn 


cultivated constantly with that necessity in 
view. On being removed South, it keeps 
its constitutional habit for a while, but loses 


it gradually in the absence of the same ne- 
cessity, aud becomes Jater and larger in 


proportion, The Southern variety keeps its 
babit of growing lazily along through a 
protracted Summer, aud ina higher latitude 
is very likely to be caught by frost.” 

And aguin in relation to seed whieat : 
“The habit’ of ripening early, established 
in a more Soutliern Jatitude, will not be 
changed immediately on being removed 
further North. The only difficuity in mak- 
ing the change is, that we may full upon a 
variety which js porfeetly, hardy-in a warm- 
er climate, not capable of withstanding 
the frost of a figher latitude. It has been 
observed that wheat brought from the 
North takes a quicker and moro vigorous 
start in Spring, after a liard Winter.” 


Corn and Corn Meal for Poultry, 


Tho cheapest, and we believe the best, 
Winter food for all kinds of poultry, is In- 
dian corn ground in the ear, kaown as 
corn and cob meal, They will eat the 
whole if given to them dry, or if put into 
wirm water, or worked into a pudding, 
hens, turkeys, and geese are very fohd of it. 
Their gizzards will grind up any coarse par- 
ticles of the cob that may be in the meal, 
and it appears to suit both their appetites 
and their constitutions remarkably well. 
We have found the use of corn and cob 
meal better adapted to those animals that 
ive their food a second grinding, Thus 
cattle that chew the cud do better upon it 
than hogs Horses do very well upon it, 
as they give it a pretty good pulverizing as 
it passes along, and thus all the alimentary 
or nutritious portions of it are extracted and 
assimilated, It is thus that a’saving will 
be offected over the common mode of feed- 
ing poultry by shelling corn for them, and 
throwing the cobs away—AMaine Farmer. 


Feeding Swine, 


On regular and systematic feeding and 
clean and dry bedding, more than anything 
clse, the success of raising and fattening 
swine depends, A faithful feeder, one who 
has some little-pride in his vocation, is in- 
dispensable. ‘Two men may feed out the 
sumo value of grain to two lots of hogs of 
equal quality, and one will mako money 
by his pork. and the other lose. ho 
cular fitness which sgme have for raising 
great hogs profitably 1s as indescribable ae 
genius. Homer informs us that the success 
of Ulysses in rearing fine swine was attriy 
buted to his faithful herdsman, Eumacus,
